George Washington trod at the birth 
of the republic*, president 
Coolidge 
today led the nation in commemor­ 
ating with a brilliant ceremony the 
]9 5 th anniversary 
of W ashington's 
birth. 
A chain of 43 radio stations c a r­ 
ried the president’s voice from const 
to coast and border to border as he 
reminded a joint session of congress 
of the ideals of the nation’s found­ 
er; and traced the great leader s c a ­ 
reer as an example for present day 
Americanism. 
While modern pilgrims . thropged 
down the Potoma * %river to Mount 
Vernon, the old home where %\\ ash - 
¿ngton and his wife are buried, and 
while the patriotic 
m ass 
meetings 
were held throughout the city bear­ 
ing his name, the new peerage of the 
nat ion assembled in the house of re ­ 
presentatives for the president s a d ­ 
dress and memorial ceremonies. 
The senate met an hour 
earlier 
than usual to hear the reading 
of 
W a sh in g to n ’s farewell 
address 
by 
Senator George, 
dem., Ga., doors of 
the capital were closed early to hold 
hack tin* crowds. Galleries of both 
ho uses were crowded with persons 
of prestige. 
The m arching rvthm of patriotic 
airs drifted in from the lobby where 
the army hand played as the crowds 
tiled in, arranged in order of their 


o llicia l ra nk. 
Not a vacant seat was left as Mr. 
Coolidge began his address the liist 
within congress halls sinet 
ation. 
“ We all share tJie benefits which 
a'ceured 
from 
the 
independence 
W ashington won and the free r e ­ 
public he did so much to establish, 
the president said. 
“ We need a diligent 
comprehen­ 
sion and undertanding ot the great 
principals ot pmvernment which 
h* 
wrought out, hut we shall 
also se­ 
cure a wide practical advantage 
ii 
we go beyond this record, already 
so eloquently expounded, and consi­ 
der him also as a man of aft airs. 
“ While m any excellent books, of­ 
ten scholarly 
and 
eloquent, 
have 
been written about him, the tem pta­ 
tion has been so strong to represent 
him as a heroic fig ure''composed 
of 
superlatives 
that 
the 
real 
man 
among men, the human being sub­ 
jected to the trials and tem ptations 
copimon to all mortals, has been too 
mulch obscured and forgotten.

Shanghai, Feb

Kashing, 
fid miles southeast of Shanghai lies 
in ruins, and the forces of the nor­ 
thern leaders M a rtia l Sun t huang- 
Fang were streaming 
to Shanghai, 
looting all villages on the way. 
Marshal ^Sun was « making ft des 
perate effort to concentrate is de­ 
feated troops a t Sun-Kiang, about 
25 miles southeast of Shanghai, for 
a last stand against the victorious 
Cantonese on their way, to 
seize the 
prize city of the orient. 
At Kashing banks have been 
lo o t­ 
ed of $300,000, all foreigners have 
been evacuated and the city desert­ 
ed. 
Marshal 
Sun 
has 
established 
headquarters at Sun-Kiang and has 
assembled about 10,000 troops there, 
awaiting the Cantonese who are no­ 
where in sight. 
I returned here today on a river 
boat from Sun Kiang. 
A small group, including myself, 
left here an a boat 
last 
Saturday 
morning for the war trout. 
Wo were 
first stopped about 25 miles 
from 
Shanghai hut a permit from Sun's 
representative a t Shanghai got 
us 
as fa r as Kashing, where we were 
halted by retreating troops. 
A fter some explanations and loss 
of time we again were permitted to 
continue our journey and were pro­ 
ceeding to Hangchow 
when 
rille 
shots across the how of tin* boat 
forced us to halt. Soldiers swarmed 
aboard and locked all the Occupants 
of the boat into cabins. For 15 hours 
we were without food. 
Chinese commandeered the vessel 
and forced the captain to two four

barges filled with retreating soldiers

1 slipped ashore late Monday al-

halted by rifle fire. 
Our launch arrived 
at Shanghai 
early Tuesday hut we were forced to 
wait until dawn before being permit- 
d to enter the city. 
Uneasiness prevails here. There is 
lull in the fighting at the front. N a­ 
tionalists are heading back. All 
fo r ­ 
eig ners are evacuating to Shanghai 
from the line of the retreating

of barbarous methods of intimida­ 
tion against nationalists, the general 
strike 
continued 
to spread 
toflav 
and the beheading of pickets, agita­ 
tors, coolies and students kept pace. 
The decapitations are more bru­ 
tal even than during tin* 
pre-rev o lu­ 
tionary days of the Manehus. The 
“ city 
executioners” 
are 
“ am a­ 
te urs ” with no previous experience. 
The victim’s head is hacked off ra ­ 
ther than ^liced oft" with one clean 
blow. 
Under the o ld Manehu 
law, the 
executioner who failed to cut off 
a 
head with one stroke of 
his sword 
hipiself executed. But there 
is 
no such la w. 
Ii there 
were, 
there would he a sho rta g e 
of execu­ 
tioners. 
There is little ceremony either 
to 
tin* capture of a person or his de­ 
capitation. A squad oi soldiers, (‘a i­ 
led tin* “ execution patrol,” parades 
dofwn a narrow, crowded street 
in 
the Chinese section of the city. 1 heir 
bayonets are fixed. In tin* rea r is a 
tall, 
menacing “ city executioner. 
He carried a heavy sword encased 
in crimson silk. 
The terrified pedestrians crowd to 
tin* sides of the street, not knowing 
which one will next he picked out 
from among them. 1 here is ominous 
silence. 
On the slightest 
provocation 
a 
Chinese is seized by the squad 
ot 
soldiers. No reason is given. He 
is 
forced to his knees, his hands 
are 
tied behind him, his head bent for­ 
ward, his neck extended. 
Cal'mly and with not tin* slightest 
shqfw of 
emotion, 
the 
executioner 
hares his sword and sta rts w hack­ 
ing away, whiles tin* soldiers intimi­ 
date the crowds. 
The head is then 
plat ed 
in 
a 
•wooden cage which is nailed to 
a 
pole. The pole is placed 
a t 
a city 
gate or some tether prominent place 
in the city where the largest part ot 
tin* population is sure to set1 it. The 
bo dy is left in the street. 
Foreigners 
in the 
international 
settlement are fearful of the effect 
the beheadings will have on the t an 
toneses if the southern troops enter 
tlie city. Reprisals 
are

granted and Shanghai may 
become 
the battle ground of a civil war. 
There were rumors that M arshal 
Sun would arrive here today to take 
charge of the defense of Shanghai 
with 8 0:000 soldiers.

The Japanese, Chinese and British

As long as this method is used there 
is little hope for harm ony between 
the powers for if it is not right there 
will always he a sore spot in Inter­ 
national affairs,” Dr. Morris 
de­ 
clared. 
Dr. Morris was present when Ger­ 
man v was admitted to the league of 
nations and when the vote was read 
deciding Germany’s admission. There 
were cheers heard the loudest since 
the signing of the armistice in 1318 , 
lie said. Tears were streaming down 
the cheeks of many and one 
said 
“ now the war is over.” This 
was 
the beginning of a new day in 
the 
reconstruction of Europe, the speak­ 
er pointed out. 
“ France and Germany find 
their 
greatest problem is each other, 
he 
said. “ Fear looms up again. 
They 
made secret treaties with oiher coun­ 
tries.

Third prize 
of $20.00 went to H. F. Caldwell of 
Fayette county and the last, or fifth 
prize of $10.00 was 
awarded 
to 
Claude YYickard of Caindon. 
The contest is a feature of 
tin* 
swine efficiency experiment inaugur­ 
ated last, y ear by Purdue university 
agricultural experiment station 
in 
cooperation with the Institute of A- 
meriean Meat Packers. The 
litters 
in the contest were furnished 
by 
members of the Hoosier Ton Litter 
Club. The hogs were slaughtered by 
Kingam and Co., and Armour 
and 
Co., of Indianapolis, via» purchased 
them a t a premium of ten ecnts* 
a 
hundred pounds above tin* 
current 
market price. 
The experiment was undertaken in 
order to study the relationship be­ 
tween the value of hogs from 
the 
standpoint <4 the jlroducor, as indi­ 
cated by their performance in 
the 
Hoosier Ton Litter Club, and 
from 
the standpoint of tin* packer, 
as 
shown by their record in the slaugh­ 
ter contest. 
The results of the tie<f year of the

While work and courage arc won­ 
derful recipes for success, fruit lias 
helped many a person to become f a ­ 
mous. 


T h ou s a n d s of y ears ago, Eve and 
her boy friend startled the world by 
eating an apple. 
1 he p r e s s immediately took it 
up 
ami ail tin* fig leaves 
carried 
big 
headlines. 
While there weren’t supposed 
to 
he any vehicles in those day s, 
the 
good book say s they were driven out 
of Paradise. 
This may have been a disgrace, 
l» ut it was better than walking. 
Thousands of y ears later business 
became bad with a fellow 
named 
W illiam Tell, so he stepped out ami 
got himself some publicity by shoot­ 
ing an apple off his son’s head. 
Every body had great fy itli in 
Mr. 
Tell’s marknianship except Junior, 
and he wanted his father to use 
a 
watermelon. 
The old mau insisted 
that 
the 
fruit be a grape, but after much a r ­ 
guing they finally compromised on 
an apple. 
While they didn't get as much no- 
teriety as Adam and Eve, they 
at 
least didn’t have to leave town. 
The next fellow to realize the pub- 
licty value of fruit, was 
George 
W ashington, whose birth we are cel­ 
ebrating today . George wanted to be 
different, so instead of 
destroy ing 
one apple, In* went out and chopped 
down a whole cherry tree. 
When his father asked him if 
lie 
was guilty , In* said, “ Yes, papa, 
I 
can’t t«»11 a lie, I did it with my hat­ 
chet. ” But George « lid t<*11 a lie, 
it 
wasn’t his hatchet. 
This isn’t suposed to be known, so 
people who Happen to read this are 
asked to k<*i*}> it t«» themselves. 
Washington became famous over­ 
night, and while cherries were 
im­ 
m ortalized, hatchets were forgotten 
until Carrie Nation popularized them 
again several y ears later. 
She made a name for herself hy 
letting fruit trees alone and chop­ 
ping down doors and windows. 
This was hard work, but it got her 
a little more publicity than if she’d 
shot her husband.
